London, Nev. 8.—The English gov­ 
ernment has been moved by the phe­ 
nomenal increase in the deposits at the 
postoffice savings banks, which show a 
growth this year of some $30,000,000 
over the preceding 12 months, to decide 
upon the lowering of the rate of inter­ 
est which, it is feared, will have a ten­ 
dency to discourage thrift among the 
poor, for w hoa1 benefit these banks were 
established. 
The authorities do not 
ascribe the astounding increase in the 
number of deposits to any correspond­ 
ing growth of prosperity, but to the fact 
that well-to-do and even rich people are 
now using the savings banks for the 
purpose of obtaining for their deposits a 
rate of interest, which, jn the existing 
condition of the money market, they 
could not possibly get at any ordinary 
bauk. 
As the m atter stands now it is quite 
easy for the rich people to open accounts 
at the various postoffices throughout the 
United Kingdom under assumed names, 
and thus evade the $l,0o0 limit. 
More­ 
over, the government cannot find safe 
investment to provide the interest now 
payable to savings banks’ depositors, 
aud thus loses money on its operation. 
The only means of remedying the mat­ 
ter that c ommends itself to the govern­ 
ment is the very unpopular move of re­ 
ducing the rate of interest on the depos­ 
its of the savings bt&ks.

A BEE’S RESTLESS LIFE, 


I t Begin* W ork W hen Three Day* Old 
and Die* at Forty-five. 
G. 
W. Reynolds of Los Angeles, 
one of the oldest traveling men in the 
United States, has a ranch of which he 
enjoys telling even more than he does 
of the experiences through which he 
has passed during his half century upon 
the road. The ranch is near San Diego, 
Cal. 
The chief product is honey. 
This 
product is gained from two apiaries; 
which Mr. Reynolds visits every time 
his business permits him to go to south­ 
ern California. 
“ In my apiaries, which are cared for 
by my son,” said be, “ there are 140 
stand of bees. 
The honey season lasts 
from April to July. 
Last season my 
bees yielded 40,000 pounds of honey, 
which sells in that country in bulk lots 
at 4 cents a pound. 
Two of the hives 
gave over 600 pounds each. 
For ten 
years I have been interested in bees in a 
small way, and I take greater interest 
in them every year. 
A hive or stand of 
bee* is worth $2.50. In it are the queen, 
the drones and the workers, a total 
population of from 20,000 to 25,000 
bet's. 
“ This very good sized colony,” he 
continued, “ resides in a hive or wooden 
box. 
In tho hive are a djreen frames 18 
by 7 inches. 
In these the bees make or 
deposit the honey, a foundation of wax 
having been first placed in each frame 
by the beekeeper, so that the bees may 
have something to build upon. 
The 
honey is taken out of the frames every 
other week during the honey season. 
W hile doing so there is little need of 
protecting the hands. The bees seem to 
be most inclined to sting one in the 
face. So, as a precaution, the man who 
is removing the honey from the hives 
wears a straw hat, from the brim of 
which is hung a silk veil, like they have 
to do up in the Klondike country to 
ward off the summer mosquitoes. 
“ The queen is an absolute monarch 
within her dominions. 
.She is the un­ 
disputed boss of the job. 
An ordinary 
bee lives during the working season on­ 
ly 45'days. Young ones are being hatch­ 
ed out all the time. A lice goes to Work 
at the tender age of 3 days aud hustles 
like a veteran for 42 days. 
Then it is 
just naturally all tired out, I suppose, 
for it dies. The queen lives louger, and 
when a young queen comes into exist­ 
ence iii the hive she drives the old 
queen out. 
Her loyal subjects follow 
her in her banishment, and that is what 
makes tile swarm. 
“ In southern I ’aliforuia the bet s make 
water white hon* y when the black sage 
is in blossom. 
When the w hite sag** is 
flowering, the honey has an amber 
tinge. Iii winter the bees make no hon­ 
ey. 
Seventy-five carloads of the article 
are shipped out of San Diego county ie 
good years. ” — Denver Republican.

3.—The English gov­ 
ernment has been moved by the phe­ 
nomenal increase in the deposit* at the 
postoffice savings banks, which show a 
growth this year of some #80.000,000 
over th© preceding IS months, to decide 
upon the lowering of the rate of inter­ 
est which, it is feared, will have a ten­ 
dency to discourage thrift aim mg the 
poor, for whose benefit these banks were 
established. 
The authorities do not 
ascribe the astounding increase in the 
number of deposits to any correspond­ 
ing growth of prosperity, but to the fact 
that well-to-do and even rich people are 
now using the savings banks for the 
purpose of obtaining for their deposits a 
rate of interest, which, in the existing 
condition of the money market, they 
could not possibly get at any ordinary 
bauk. 
As the matter stands now it is quite 
easy for the rich people to open accounts 
at the various postoffice* throughout the 
United Kingdom under assumed names, 
and thus evade the $1,000 limit. 
More­ 
over, the government cannot find safe 
investment to provide the interest now 
payable to savings banks’ depositors, 
and thus loses money on its operation. 
The only means of remedying the mat­ 
ter that commends itself to the govern­ 
ment is the very unpopular move of re­ 
ducing the rate of interest on tire depos­ 
its of the savings batiks.

A BEE’S RESTLESS LIFE, 


it 
Old 
Degin* W ork W hen Three Days 
and Die* at Forty-five. 
G. W. Reynolds of Los Angeles, 
ono of the oldest traveling men in the 
United States, has a ranch of which he 
enjoys telling even more than he does 
of the experiences through which he 
has passed during his half century upon 
th* i road. The ranch is near San Diego, 
Cal. 
The chief product is honey 
This 
product is gained from two apiaries; 
which Mr. Reynolds visits every time 
his business permits him to go to south­ 
ern California. 
“ In my apiaries, which ara cared for 
by my son,” said he, “ there are 140 
stand of bees. 
Tile honey season lasts 
from April to July. 
Last season m y 
bees yielded 40,000 pounds of honey, 
which sells in that country in bulk lots 
at 4 cents a pound. 
Two of the hives 
gave over 500 pounds each. For ten 
years I have been interested in bees in a 
small way, and I take greater interest 
in them every year. 
A hive or stand of 
bees is worth $2.50. In it are the queen, 
the drones and the workers, a total 
population of from 20,000 to 25,000 
bees. 
“ This very good sized colony,” he 
continued, “ resides in a hive or wooden 
box. 
Iii the hive are a cU»zen frames 18 
by 7 inches. 
In these the bees make or 
deposit the honey, a foundation of wax 
having been first placed in each frame 
by the beekeeper, so that the bees may 
have something to build upon. 
The 
honey is taken out of the frames every 
other week during the honey season. 
While doing so there is little need of 
protecting the hands. The bees seem to 
be most inclined to sting one in the 
face. So, as a precaution, the man who 
is removing the honey from th© hives 
wears a straw hat, from the brim of 
which is hung a silk veil, like they have 
to do up in the Klondike country to 
ward off the summer mosquitoes. 
“ The queen is ah absolute monarch 
w ithin her dominions. 
.She is the un 
disputed boss of the job, An ordinary 
bee lives during the working season on 
ly 4.*»irlays. Young ones are being hatch­ 
ed out all the time. A l>ee goes to work 
at the tender ago of 8 days and hustles 
like a veteran for 42 days. 
Then it is 
just naturally all tired out, I suppose, 
for it dies. The queen lives longer, and 
when a young queen conies into exist 
euoe in the hive she drives the old 
queen out. Her loyal subjects follow 
her in her banishment, and that is what 
makes the swarm. 
“ In southern California the bees make 
w ater white honey v hen the black -age 
is in blossom. 
When tho white sag* is 
flowering, the honey has an ami** 
tinge In winter the bees make no hon 
ey. 
Hoventy-flve carloads of tho article 
are filliped out of San Diego county ic 
good years. ” —Denver Republican.

As the m atter stands now it is quite 
easy for th e rich people to open accounts 
at the various postoffices throughout the 
U nited Kingdom under assum ed names, 
aud thus evade the 61,000 lim it.

A BEE’S R ESTLESS LIFE. 


It Ifegin* W ork W h en T h ree Day* O ld 
and D ie . at F orty-flve. 
G. W. Reynolds «>f Lew Angeles, 
one of the oldest traveling men in the 
United Statea, haw a ranch of which ho 
enjoys telling even more than lie does 
of the experiences through which ho 
has passed during his* half century upon 
the road, The ranch is near San Diego, 
Cal. The chief product is honey 
This 
product is gained from two apiaries, 
which Mr. Reynolds visits every time 
his business permits him to go to south 
em California. 
“ In ray apiaries, w hich are cared for 
by my son,” rat id he, “ there arc HO 
stand of be©**. 
Tim honey season lasts 
from April to July. Last season my 
bees yielded 40,000 pounds of hooey, 
which sells in that country in bulk lots 
at 4 cents a pound. Two of the hives 
gave over COO pounds each. For ten 
years I have been interested in bees iii a 
small way, and I take greater interest 
in them every year. 
A hive or stand of 
bees is worth $2.50. In it are the queen, 
the drones and tho workers, a total 
population of from 20,000 to 25,000 
bet's. 
“ This very good sized colony,” ho 
continued, “ resides in a hive or wooden 
box. Bi th© hive are a djizen frames 18 
by 7 inches. In these the bees make or 
deposit the honey, a foundation of wax 
having been first placed in each frame 
by th© beekeeper, so that the liens may 
have something to build npon. The 
honey is taken out of the frames every 
other week during tho honey season 
While doing so there is little need of 
protecting the hands. The bees seem to 
be most inclined to sting one in tho 
face. So, as a precaution, tho man who 
is removing the honey from the hives 
wears a straw* hat, from the brim of 
which is hung a silk veil, like they have 
to do up in th© Klondike country to 
ward off the summer mosquitoes. 
“ The queen is ail absolute monarch 
within her dominions. 
She is the un­ 
disputed boss of the job. An ordinary 
bee lives during the working season on 
ly 45irlay8. Young ones arc being hatch 
cd out all the time. A bee goes to Work 
at the tender age of 8 days and hustles 
like a veteran for 12 days. 
Then ii is 
just naturally all tired out, I suppose, 
for it dies. The queen lives longer, and 
when a young queen comes into exist­ 
ence in the hive she drives the old 
queen out. Her loyal subjects follow 
her in her banishment, and that is what 
makes the swarm. 
4 4 In southern ( alifornia th© bees make 
water white honey when the black .sage 
is in blossom. 
When the w bite sag* is 
flowering, the ‘ honey has an atn!*er 
tinge. In winter the bees make no hon 
ey. Seventy-five carloads of the article 
are shipped out of San Diego county in 
good years.” —Denver Republican.
